Report of the Committees on the Proposed Unification 
of the Pentecostal Holiness Church and 
the Church of God 


In resporse to cn invitation from the Supreme Council of the Church of God, the 
Genera! Board of Administration of the Pentecostal Holiness Church elected a committee 
of five of its members to meet with a representative group from the Supreme Council to 
consider the po-sibility and advisability of a union of the two churches. 


The committee rcpresenting the Church of God included John C. Jernigan, General 
Overseer; H. L. Chesser, Assistant General Overseer; E. C. Clark, Superintendent of Publi- 
cation; E. J. Boehmer, General Secretary-Treasurer; and E. L. Simmons, Pre-ident of the 
Bible College. The committce from the General Board of Administraticn of the Pentecostal 
Holiness Church was composed of Pau! F. Beacham, General Superintendent; T. L. Aaron, 
President of Emanuel College; R. O. Corvin, Secretary of Board of Education; W. W. Carter, 
Superintendent, Virginia Conference; and G. H. Montgomery, Editor-in-Chief, Pentecostal 
Holiness Literature. 


These committees met in Cleveland, Tennessee, July 23 and had a free and ex- 
tended discussion particularly of the doctrines and polity of the two bodies. All of t 
se-sions were held in an atmosphere of geniality and g Christian fellowship, an 
it was very gratifying to both committees to discover that so far as they were able to sec, 
there are no difficulties in the way of consolidation that cannot be eliminated. 





The committee feels, however, that it is important to have another meeting for the 
dizcussion of certain detaiis before formulating a statement to be presented to the entire 
Supreme Council and the General Board of Administration. This meeting will be held 
the 12th of November, 1946, and a report at that time prepared to be presented to a 
joint meeting of the two administrative bodies.

One fifth of the American mar- 
riages end in divorce. In the 20-to-30 
year group, this figure is approaching 
one third. What, then, is wrong? 

American marriage is cracking up 
on an unrealistic and ridiculous phi- 
losophy which I will call romantic 
love,” together with an overemphasis 
on “sex appeal.” When the boys are 
far from home, do they set up ideals 
of women as family halves, women as 
young mothers, as breeding, working 
mates in homes? Or could it be that 
they paper their barracks with pin- 
up girls—the sexier the better? 

Where, among the pin-up babes, 
are the pin-up babies. The very 
thought will doubtless make what we 
regard as the average “masculine” 
American stir with discomfort. Ba- 
bies come afterward, he will say, and 
they are in the dame department ex- 
clusively. He is frantic to do what 
leads to fatherhood—and ashamed of 
babies! Sex love and romantic love in 
America have, indeed, so thickly ob- 
scured the deep instinct of fatherhood 
that, for many men, the whole emo- 
tion of paternity begins and ends with 
the passing out of cigars after the 
birth of a son. 

One fundamental trouble with mar- 
riage now becomes plain: Nobody 
teaches fatherhood in America, And 
yet it is the basic reason for the very 
existence of males! 

Lessons in the application of this 
deep instinct should come from ex- 
perience, from observation, from the 
growing boy’s contact with a real 
father. But after the birth of his child 
the American father pretty much 
vanishes. He is at the office, the store, 
the factory, all day. At night—if he 
and Mother are not out playing 
bridge, or at a bar or movie, while a 
“sitter” takes their places—if Father 
is actually at home, he is probably 
either entertaining adult friends or 
else is tired out. He is a near stranger 
to his children. The father’s warm af- 
fection, his understanding, leadership, 
example and intense personal care 
just aren’t. 

To take the place of fatherhood— 
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brides should realize that 


the true purpose of mar- 
riage is parenthood. 





and, to some extent, of motherhood 
also—our society has invented endless 
forms of child appeasement: radio 
programs and comic books, movies 
and kindergartens and summer camps 
—parent substitutes of every possible 
sort. And the great function of teach- 
ing school—a function fulfilled until 
a few generations ago by males—has 
been delegated to women. 

Thus, the American boy is woman- 
raised and woman-trained through 
90 per cent of his life, and half that 
time by women who have not been 
married or borne children. The Ameri- 
can father is so derelict of his duty 
and ignorant of his privilege that he 
will not even accept the general re- 
sponsibility of fatherhood. How many 
men in your community give vital 
chunks of energy, time, money and 
creative effort to collective father- 
hood? How many watch their local 
school boards with intelligent vigi- 
lance? How many take active part in 
solving the problems of juvenile de- 
linquents? How many strive and sweat 
for underprivileged kids? 

That is what Nature designed males 
to do at home and in the community. 
That is fatherhood. That is the miss- 
ing sense of maleness which has 
driven so many wives to bleak de- 
spair, so many others to divorce. 

Men are only half responsible for 
the decline of marriage and the 
American home. Sex appeal is not 
usually woman’s principal husband 
criterion. But romantic love—which 
essentially is nothing but puppy love 
among adults—is a-shiver in almost 
every girl’s heart. In almost every 
magazine story and movie, the hero- 
ine wants romance; when she finds it, 
marriage accompanies it, and the 
“happy ending” is at hand. American 
girls are conditioned to believe that 
when they marry they will automa- 
tically “live happily forever after.” In 
nearly all our romances, moreover, the 
hero turns out to have a good deal of 
money. 

This myth overlooks several plain 
facts. First, the amount of money a 
man has does not affect his character

or companionability; indeed, if he has 
too much money he is often spoiled 
and cantankerous. Second, the idea 
that marriage alone is an end of any 
sort—especially a guaranteed “happy 
ending”—ignores the truth, which is 
that marriage resembles graduation 
and is merely a commencement. Third, 
marriage can be romantic only to those 
persons who have always found their 
environment romantic, however hard 
it may sometimes have been. 

Too many American brides antici- 
pate, in marriage, a perpetual exten- 
sion of courtship. To them, marriage 
is their thrilling engagement with sex 
love added, material comforts provid- 
ed, and babies a possibility to be con- 
templated later. This is a rather de- 
lirious illusion. 

Mature marriage replaces the 
courting phase with calm purpose. 
There is a realization that a family is 
not to be regarded as a future, specu- 
lative adventure, but as the reason for 
mating. Sex as an event is no ade- 
quate foundation for marriage; and 
the husband who chose his bride be- 
cause she was his dish will find, if 
that is all she is, how soon prettiness 
alone becomes monotonous. 

Infidelity is the reason given for 
most divorces. But any marriage 
brought to divorce through adultry 
was ready for divorce before the act 
occurred, because of wrongheaded 
purpose somewhere in the partnership. 

There is one further delusion about 
marriage which is shared by too many 
American boys and girls: the “one- 
and-only” myth. This, of course, is 
Silly. If there were only one boy for 
each girl, the likelihood that they 
would meet would be statistically al- 
most nil. 

The one-and-only theory puts a 
fierce handicap on wedlock because 
its devotees first dream about a mar- 
riage partner, then marry, and then, 
willy-nilly, apply the original dream 
to the living being. Wherever the 
wife or husband falls short of the 
romanticized one-and-only there will 
exist a “cause” for the other partner

National Tragedy 

Dr. Harry C. Munro, director of the 
National Christian Teaching Mission 
of the International Council of Re- 
ligious Education, declared that 
“young married” couples and young 
people just out of college are the 
“most unchurched” group in the Na- 
tion. Dr. Munro said that survey in 
large cities, towns and villages dis- 
closes that young adults are not being 
reached by religious education or by 
church organization. The next largest 
“ynchurched group” is reported to be 
“very young children”; who, of course, 
are the offspring of those “young 
married” couples who are unchurched. 
Here are two generations fast becom- 
ing unbelievers in Christ and the 
church. This younger generation has 
passe dthrough the serious antiChris- 
tian drills made in many schools 
throughout our country. Here is 
tragedy in its most serious form.

Time magazine, speaking about 
Frances Xavier Cabrini being made a 
saint, said, “Ordinarily, no step to- 
ward sainthood can be taken until the

The Poisoned Pot 

RNS reports that, “the Freethinkers 
Club of Czechoslovakia has inaugu- 
rated training courses in ‘socialist 
morals’ for teachers in charge of free- 
thinkers’ children in the nation’s pub- 
lic schools, Emmanuel Voska, presi- 
dent of the organization, disclosed. \ 
He claimed that 8,000 of Czechoslo- 
vakia’s 60,000 school teachers are free- 
thinkers and said the training pro- 
gram is being supported by Minister 
of Education Zedenek Nejedly, a 
Communist. 

“Three hundred teachers will be 
trained during the first year, Voska 
said, and it is hoped that the number 
will be increased every year until 
Czech villages with more than ten 
freethinking children will be provided 
with instructors.

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among us because of the fact that 

the children of some of the finest 

and most well-meaning Christian 
parents turn out to be indifferent 
about religion and a discredit to their 
parents in their conduct, that I feel 
moved to offer a few thoughts about 
the punishment of children, from the 
standpoint of how the child feels about 
it. I am convinced that too frequently, 
as parents approach middle age, the 
vivid memories of their own childhood 
fade and they lose the ability to un- 
derstand and sympathize with their 
growing children. This article will at- 
tempt to remind them somewhat, and 
to interpret the feelings of children 
about punishment in terms of a few 
simple rules with illustrations. It is 
based largely on personal experience 
and observation, partly on the counsel 
of specialists in the field. 


By “child” I shall refer to those be- 
tween the ages of approximately three 
and fourteen. I am not familiar with 
the training of children younger than 
the talking age; and, as for those who 
have passed adolescence, ordinary 
forms of punishment are useless, or 
even worse. If a child has not been 
reared properly before fourteen, it is 
too late to straighten him up by pa- 
rental authority. 

Rule 1. The child should understand 
the command and admit his guilt be- 
fore being punished. 

That appears to me the most im- 
portant single rule that could he 
formed on the subject. If a parent al- 
ways observed this rule, it would auto- 
matically do away with the risk of 
punishing a child when he doesn’t 
know exactly what for. It would tend 
to do away with some of the unrea- 
sonable commands that parents give 

children. For example, I recently 


== is such a general concern 


> . a man, wife and little girl walk- 








ing along a sidewalk with plenty of 
room in both directions and only a 
few pedestrians in sight. The girl ran 
a short distance ahead, the only rea- 
son I could imagine, being just to let 
off a little steam. (Note that accord- 
ing to experts a growing child should 
have opportunity for at least four 
hours a day of big-muscle activity.) 
The man chased the little girl down, 
grabbed her in a spirit of anger, and 
whipped her severely, saying, “I told 
you not to run ahead.” I feel certain 
that the whipping did far more harm 
than good, in destroying more of the 
child’s confidence in her parents. 


I wonder what that unhappy man 
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NMaketh a 


Glad Son 


would have said if someone had asked 
him why the girl should not run 
ahead? Whatever he might have an- 
swered, what he meant would have 
been this: J’m an adult and J don’t 
feel like running, therefore, she should 
not be permitted to run. The same 
thing applies to church and the four- 
year-old: J want to listen to a forty- 
five-minute sermon without moving, 
therefore, you should not be permitted 
to move for forty-five minutes (even 
though you haven’t one speck of in- 
terest in what is being said and the 
seats are made for grownups so that 
your feet hang painfully off the 
floor). Now I am not saying that chil- 
dren should be permitted to create a 
disturbance in church, for there are 
ways of solving the problem. All I am 
pointing out is that a child is not just 
a small scale version of an adult, and 
that it is unreasonable to demand 
that a child think and act in adult 
ways. For another example: instead 
of absolutely forbiding a four-year- 
old boy to play in the mud (when he 
had on old clothes and there was 
nothing else around for him to play 
with) and punishing him very hard 
for doing so, he should have been 
allowed to play in the mud as much as 
he wanted to, and then when it was 
appropriate to do something else, 
teach him to clean up and change 
clothes neatly and cheerfully. 

Back to the rule: The value of the 
child’s admitting his guilt will be very 
evident. However, one related thought 
comes to me. If the parent were al- 
ways this careful, it would certainly 
develop sometime that he had been 
in the wrong. Is there any reason why 
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a parent who has made a mistake in 
dealing with his child should not 
apologize for it? Well, is there? I real- 
ize that it is customary for the parent 
to keep a proud silence, and think 
that the child will forget. Oh what a 
vain and costly fallacy! You who have 
oberved so well that children retain 
memorized scripture verses better 
than adults; do you also think that 
a child will quickly forget an unjust 
whipping, or a serious argument in 
which the child proves to be right? 
The joys and sorrows of childhood are 
just as real and far-reaching in their 
effects as the joys and sorrows of 
adult life. 

Rule 2. Punishment should be as 
closely related to the offense as pos- 
sible, in point of time and in the 
thinking of the child. 

First, the relation in the think- 
ing of the child. Have you ever 
thought how umreasonable it is to 
paddle a boy for breaking a window, 
paddle him for telling a lie, paddle 
him for getting his feet wet against 
orders, paddle him for stealing a 
watermelon, paddle him for going to 
a show, etc., etc.; exactly the same 
kind of punishment for dozens of dif- 
ferent kinds of offenses? I suggest 
that it will do the boy more good to 
make him earn and buy another win- 
dowpane and put it in himself—even 
if it takes the father twice as long to 
make the boy put it in right as it 
would to do it himself; or instead of 
the same old routine paddling for 
stealing the watermelon, make the boy 
earn and buy another and give it to 
the owner with an apology. In that 
way the punishment is related to the 
act, and makes a much deeper im- 
pression on the child. But there defi- 
nitely is a place for paddlings, and this 
is it, there are some things for which 
no practically related type of correc- 
tion is available, so you tell the child 
clearly and definitely beforehand that

John the Baptist, the unique 
preacher of all time, came preaching 
in the wilderness of Judaea. Since he 








was the forerunner of our Lord, part 
of his message was, “There cometh 
one after me which is preferred be- 
fore me .. . I indeed baptize you with 
water, but he shall baptize you with 
the Holy Ghost and fire.” Then when 
Christ came to be baptized of John in 
Jordan, the Spirit descended upon 
Him in the form of a dove. To John 
this was significant because he had 
been promised, “Upon whom thou 
shalt see the Spirit descending and 
remaining upon him, the same is he 
which baptizeth with the Holy Ghost.” 

Christ, the One who “must in- 
crease,” while John “must decrease,” 
was inaugurated into the ministry at 
His baptism. Not only did the Spirit 
descend upon Him but also a voice 
from heaven said, “This is my beloved 
Son, in whom I am well pleased.” It 
was in the temple when our Lord and 
Master stood up to read that He de- 
clared, “The Spirit of the Lord is up- 
on me, for he hath anointed me to 
preach the gospel.” During His min- 
istry, He chose twelve disciples, to 
whom He gave the future work of His 
Church. Just before His ascension to 
His Father, we hear Him saying, 
“John truly baptized with water but 





ye shall be baptized with the Holy 
Ghost not many days hence.” Those 
future pillars of the Church were told, 
“Ye shall be witnesses unto me in Je- 
usalem, and in all Judea, and in Sa- 
maria and unto the uttermost part of 
the earth. But tarry until ye be en- 
dued with power from on high.” If it 
were necessary for them, it is also 
necessary for us today. 

Fire is used in the Scriptures as a 
symbol of the presence of God, and is 
a sign of divine approval upon the 
various types of worship. You remem- 
ber the pillar of fire which led Israel 
out of Egypt’s bondage. To Israel it 
was light, while it was darkness to 
their enemies. Also, the Shekinah 
glory which filled the tabernacle and 
temple. So great was this glory that 
the priest could not minister as usual. 
The Shekinah glory was a favorite

As we proceed with the thought, 
let us notice how spiritual fire and 
natural fire will compare. 


FIRE GIVES COMFORT 


Christ promised His disciples before 
He ascended to the Father, “I will not 
leave you comfortless .. . I will pray 
the Father and he shall give you an- 
other Comforter.” And He was so kind 
and considerate as to tell who this 
Comforter would be. “The Comforter, 
which is the Holy Ghost.” We hear 
Paul say, “Blessed be God, even the 
Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, the 
Father of mercies, and the God of all 
comfort; who comforteth us in all our 
tribulation, that we may be able to 
comfort them which are in trouble, 
by the same comfort wherewith we 
ourselves are comforted.” There is no 
earthly friend that can comfort us 
like the precious Holy Ghost in the 
hard-testing times of our experience. 


FIRE GIVES LIGHT 


Again we hear Christ say, “He shall 
guide you into all truth.” Since the 
Book of all books was written by holy 
men as they were inspired by the 
Holy Ghost, certainly it can be re- 
vealed to us aright by the same Spirit. 
Paul says, “Spiritual things are spir- 
itually discerned.” We are advised to 
write them upon the table of our 
hearts, and talk them when we lie 
down and when we rise up and when 
we walk by the way. As the Psalmist 
expressed it, “But his delight is in the 
law of the Lord, and in his law doth 
he meditate day and night” and 
again, “In thy light we see light.” God 
can use the unlearned, but He can 
mightily use the learned. You surely 
have to have a knowledge of the light 
(the Bible) or you can’t let that light 
shine to others as you should. There 
are so many who find that the Bible 
is far more interesting after they re- 
ceive this heavenly fire than it ever 
was before. 

FIRE PURIFIES 

In the same passage where John is 
speaking of the fires of Hades, he also 
mentions the Holy Ghost and fire. 
Speaking of Christ, he says, “He will 
throughly purge his floor.” Then 
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Christ said of His father, “Every 
branch in me which beareth fruit he 
purgeth it that it may bring forth 
more fruit.” As this holy fire goes 
down into our innermost being and 
purges out the dross. It is sometimes 
very painful to our natural man, but 
“afterward it yieldeth the peaceable 
fruit of righteousness.” 


FIRE HAS ITS ATTRACTION 


As someone has said, the disciples 
didn’t have to advertise their ten-day 
service in the upper room. The fire 
fell and it was “noised abroad.” Your 
writer has never known of a time in 
all the thirty-five years of his being 
around Pentecostal people, that the 
Holy Spirit’s work did not cause great 
attraction. There is sounding brass 
and tinkling cymbals but only one 
true Pentecostal experience. 


In closing, I mention a few other 
things that this holy fire will do for 
an individual. It helps us to see only 
the good virtues of our fellow Chris- 
tian, and forget his faults. It will help 
us share each other’s burdens, to be 
courteous and kind to our fellow 
workman, A great volume could be 
written on the many things it will 
help us do and not do. Let us keep 
pace with the Spirit and follow Him 
on until we receive heaven’s best. 
Then the fires of Pentecost will burn 
more perfectly in our lives and we will 
be able to exemplify these things to 
those who need them most. Amen.

to consider the marriage an error, a 
failure to secure the storybook mate. 
For that reason alone, marriage is 
endured by millions of people who be- 
lieve they have made a mistake. Act- 
ually, it is often their philosophy 
which was wrong. Some of these peo- 
ple turn their disappointment into 
chronic nagging or into repeated 
adultery. But hundreds of thousands 
get divorced and go hunting again for 
that mythical one-and-only! 

All these attitudes toward marriage 
add up to a picture of immaturity. 
Males who have not grown up with 
the cardinal intention of being fath- 
ers, haven’t grown up. Women who 
expect to remain brides—and to be- 
come mothers without also being 
wives—are still adolescent. A wife is, 
first of all, the partner of a true fath-

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Self-Examination and True Christian Living 


“Examine yourselves, whether ye be 
in the faith; prove your own selves. 
Know ye not your own selves, how that 
Jesus Christ is in you, except ye be 
reprobates?” 2 Cor. 13:5. 

“There is therefore now no con- 
‘demnation to them which are in 
Christ Jesus, who walk not after the 
flesh, but after the Spirit,” Rom. 8:1. 
In harmonizing these scriptures, we 
find that if we are in the faith, walk- 
ing after the Spirit, we 
are in Christ Jesus and 
He in us, and we have no 
condemnation; other- 
wise we are reprobates 
(rejected), walking after 
the flesh, and are under 
condemnation. 

The thought we want 
to notice here is this, he 
is speaking to professing 
Christians, those who 
are not reprobates, or 
condemned and lost, but 
are in the faith and 
children of God, not part 
God’s people and part 
Satan’s. What did Jesus 
say, speaking to the 
church of Laodiceans? 
“IT know thy works, that 
thou art neither cold 
nor hot: I would that 
thou wert cold or hot. So 
then because thou art 
lukewarm, and neither 
cold nor hot, I will spue 
thee out of my mouth,” 
Rev. 3:15,16. But if we 
are calling ourselves 
Christians, Christ - like, 
like Christ, and are liv- 
ing the life unspotted 
from the world, we are 
in the faith and there 
should be no doubt in 
our minds. 

“But without faith it is impossible to 
please him: for he that cometh to 
God must believe that he is, and that 
he is a rewarder of them that diligent- 
ly seek him,” Heb. 11:6. Paul said, 
“For other foundation can no man lay 
than that is laid, which is Jesus 
Christ,” 1 Cor. 3:11. “Looking unto 
Jesus the author and finisher of our 
faith,” Heb. 12:2a. The faith we have

in our Lord is the starting point, the 
fqundation of all the Christian char- 
acteristics which we can add to our 
faith. We noticed where Peter was 
speaking of the increases of God’s 
graces, and exhorting to faith and 
good works. He said, “And beside this, 
giving all diligence, add to your faith 
virtue; and to virtue knowledge; and 
to knowledge, temperance; And to 
temperance, patience; and to patience, 
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godliness; And to godliness, brotherly 
kindness; and to brotherly kindness, 
charity,” 2 Peter 1:5-7. These in- 
creases of God’s graces we can add to 
our faith if we have the faith, the 
foundation of the characteristics up- 
on which to build. 

I feel much impressed to write 
something concerning self-examina- 
tion. I have found this so beneficial 
it is on my heart to convey these 


thoughts to others, and I must do so. 
I think I am justifiable in saying that 
we must fully consecrate our lives to 
God and His services if we expect to 
receive His great blessing and rewards. 
By the help of the Lord, I am referring 
to scriptures so plain and firm that 
these subjects are explained without 
a commentary. But I would like to 
say here, we need more consecrated 
saints of God for examples. Sin- 
ners are watching the 
life, the walk and talk 
of professing Christians. 
The life we are living 
1 will help sinners accept 
6s Christ or else drive them 
farther away. 

“For the time is come 
that judgment must be- 
gin at the house of God: 
and if it first begin at 
us, what shall the end 
be of them that obey not 
the gospel of God? And 
if the righteous scarcely 
be saved, where shall the 
ungodly and the sinner 
appear?” 1 Peter 4:17, 18. 

Now if we take a com- 
plete inventory of our 
own life, certainly we 
can know that we have 
passed from death unto 
life because we love the 
brethren. 1 John 3:14. 
“Jesus said unto him, 
Thou shalt love the Lord 
thy God with all thy 
heart, and with all thy 
soul, and with all thy 
mind. This is the first 
and great command- 
ment. And the second is 
like unto it, Thou shalt 
love thy neighbor as thy- 

- self. On these two com- 
mandments hang all the law and the 
prophets,” Matt. 22:37-40. 

I think these great commandments 
cover all the commandments, for this 
reason: if we love God with all our 
heart, soul, and mind, and love our 
neighbor as ourself, that love is es- 
tablished in our hearts sufficiently 
that we will automatically, by divine 
nature, observe all the commandments 
through love to God. Jesus said, “This 
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is my commandment, That ye love one 
another, as I have loved you. Greater 
love hath no man than this, that a 
man lay down his life for his friends,” 
John 15:12, 13. 

Self-examination will help us see 
ourselves as we are, whether we have 
this love. But some people are not 
willing to measure themselves up to 
the Bible and let the Word of God 
have its full course in their life; but 
try to quote scriptures they claim will 
uphold their argument, and justify- 
ing themselves in the way they desire 
to live, not measuring their life up to 
the Bible, but measuring the Bible up 
to their own way of living. In this 
age, a time of prosperity, when people 
are so greatly blessed, so many are 
unthankful and discontented, and in 
a state of unhappiness; people so 
much concerned about money and the 
cares of this life, first looking after 
financial affairs, to sustain this pres- 
ent life and to satisfy their desire for 
worldly things; then, if there be any 
time in their life for God, that comes 
second. This ought not to be. God 
should be first in all things. 

The Bible says, “For the love of 
money is the root of all evil: which 
while some coveted after, they have 
erred from the faith and pierced 
themselves through with many sor- 
rows,” 1 Tim. 6:10. The love for this 
present life and the things of the 
world has filled the hearts and minds 
of some church members (professing 
Christians) to the extent that their 
love for one another and for God has 
grown cold. Their light has become 
dim or gone out. “And because iniquity 
shall abound, the love of many shall 
wax cold, Matt. 24:12. If people would 
check their own lives correctly and 
find their neglect in going to church, 
praying, and reading their Bibles, 
there would be less backsliders, and 
more remaining Christians. 

No wonder the Bible says, “How shall 
we escape if we neglect so great salva- 
tion?” “Wherefore he saith, Awake 
thou that sleepest, and arise from the 
dead, and Christ shall give thee light,” 
Eph. 5:14. 

“Either make the tree good, and his 
fruit good; or else make the tree cor- 
rupt, and his fruit corrupt: for the 
tree is known by his fruit,” Matt. 12:33. 
Jesus said, “Ye are the salt of the 
earth: but if the salt have lost his 
savour, wherewith shall it be salted? it 
is henceforth good for nothing, but to 
be cast out, and to be trodden under 
foot of men,” Matt. 5:13. “I am the 
true vine, and my Father is the hus- 
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bandman. Every branch in me that 
beareth not fruit he taketh away: and 
every branch in me that beareth fruit, 
he purgeth it, that it may bring forth 
more fruit,” John 15:1, 2. By neglect 
and disobedience to God, it is an easy 
matter for Christians to become un- 
fruitful in their spiritual works, los- 
ing their saving power, their life be- 
ing a light to bring sinners to Christ, 
and that devil we read about in 1 Peter 
5:8, as a roaring lion walketh about 
seeking whom he may devour. He is 
working in a great way to destroy 
God’s people. It seems that one of his 
most sneaking plans is to slip into 
the churches, causing divisions in the 
understanding of members, and a 
spirit of indifference and jealousy. If 
this exists, he probably creates envy 
and hatred. Members get offended and 
become dissatisfied with their pastor 
or evangelist, refusing to attend and 
cooperate with the church and do 
their part to help win souls for Christ. 
I do not say this referring to any par- 
ticular churches, but Satan’s under- 
mining tricks will cause this trouble if 
permitted. Let us watch. 

The Bible says, “Not forsaking the 
assembling of ourselves together, as 
the manner of some is; but exhorting 
one another: and so much the more, 
as ye see the day approaching,” Heb. 
10:25. The work and responsibility is 
not all on the preacher; every member 
has his part to do as a duty. We may 
think we are not needed much at 
church because we all can’t preach, 
sing, or do what others do. This is the 
very way Satan wants us to feel. The 
Bible says, “Nay, much more those 
members of the body, which seem to 
be more feeble, are necessary: And 
those members of the body, which we 
think to be less honourable, upon these 
we bestow more abundant honor; and 
our uncomely parts have more abun- 
dant comeliness,” 1 Cor. 12:22, 23. “He 
that is faithful in that which is least 
is faithful also in much: and he that 
is unjust in the least is unjust also in 
much,” Luke 16:10. 

We have no excuse. Let us go to 
church. Note those eight spiritual gifts 
Paul was speaking of in 1 Cor. 12:28, 
that God set in the Church. Note the 
sixth one—helps. We can observe our 
duty in different ways in this particu- 
lar gift. One of the special, important 
works in this gift is working with the 
seekers, praying with them at the al- 
tar. If I should undertake to sit back 
in the congregation after the seekers 
have gathered around the altar to pray 
through to victory, I'would think im- 


mediately about the good patience of 
the saints, how they prayed and helped 
me when I got the blessing and 
how I appreciated it. One of Satan’s 
plans is to hinder Christians from do- 
ing their duty, that he may cause 
them to sin the sin of omission. 

One of the most hurtful and danger- 
ous times for church members is when 
they lose control of that little member 
which becomes unruly. The Bible says, 
“And the tongue is a fire, a world of 
iniquity: so is the tongue among our 
members, that it defileth the whole 
body, and setteth on fire the course of 
nature; and is set on fire of hell,” 
James 3:6. The failure to control the 
tongue (criticism) not only causes 
coldness in the church, sapping away 
the Christians’ joy, but you may kill 
the influence of others who could have 
been a great blessing to souls, espe- 
cially when you criticize the preacher 
or other members, forcing this into 
the ears of young converts or spirit- 
ually weak Christians. This may be a 
deadly poison to their soul. Let us re- 
frain from criticism. We will never 
criticize if we will only obey the gold- 
en rule: “Therefore all things whatso- 
ever ye would that men should do to 
you, do ye even so to them: for this 
is the law and the prophets,” Matt. 
7:12. None of us like to be criticized, 
therefore, let us not criticize others. 
This is a fault and self-examination 
will take care of this, of those who 
really want to live right, but are 
where the danger is. If we fail to take 
a close check on our own life, we may 
ignorantly think we are all right when 
we are not. 

“Wherefore let him that thinketh he 
standeth take heed lest he fall,” 1 Cor. 
10:12. “Not every one that — unto 
me, Lord, Lord, shall enter ihto the 
kingdom of heaven; but he that doeth 
the will of my Father which is in 
heaven,” Matt. 7:21. 

It greatly behooves every one of us 
to seek diligently to know the will of 
our God. “And be not conformed to 
this world: but be ye transformed by 
the renewing of your mind, that ye 
may prove what is that good, and ac- 
ceptable, and perfect, will of God,” 
Rom. 12:2. 

“For this is the will of God, even 
your sanctification, that ye should ab- 
stain from fornication.” 1 Thess. 4:3. 


“In every thing give thanks: for this 
is the will of God in Christ Jesus con- 
cerning you,” 1 Thess. 5:18.

Today many are confused, wonder- 
ing, doubting and disputing because 
they accept only enough of the Bible 
to argue. Friends, to please God we 
must accept it all, for 2 Tim. 3:16 
says, “All scripture is given by in- 
spiration of God, and is profitable for 
doctrine, for reproof, for correction, 
for instruction in righteousness.” 
How is it going to correct us if we 
fail to believe it? Prov. 2:1-6 teaches 
us to receive His words, hide His com- 
mandments with’ us, to cry after 
knowledge, seek it as searching for 
Silver or hid treasures. “Then shalt 
thou understand the fear of the Lord, 
and find the knowledge of God.” 
Therefore, no other answer than 
God’s Word will do to depend on. 

In studying this subject, we find 
it needful to know the difference in 
preaching, prophesying, or minister- 
ing. Webster’s dictionary says 
“preach” means to deliver a sermon; 
the Bible dictionary says to publish. 
To “minister” means to serve as pas- 
tor or head of church government; 
“prophesy” means predicting the fu- 
ture, by a person inspired and ap- 
pointed by God to reveal His will, to 
warn of approaching judgments, to 
explain scriptures, make known the 
truths of God and urge mankind to 
obedience. The reason there are so 
many different beliefs, some have 
gone out without the calling and 
anointigg of God, which are the false 
prophets Matt. 24:11 teaches us to be 
aware of. 

Exodus 15:20: “And Miriam the 
prophetess, the sister of Aaron, took 
a timbrel in her hand; and all the 
women went out after her with timb- 
rels and with dances.” Judges 4:4: 
“And Deborah, a prophetess, the wife 
of Lapidoth, she judged Israel at that 
time.” 2 Kings 22:14-17 we find where 
the king of Judah saw where they had 
failed to keep God’s law and sent the 
priest and servant to Huldah, the 
prophetess, to inquire of the wrath 
of God; so they communed with her 
and she said unto them, “Thus saith 
the Lord, Behold, I will bring evil 
upon this place, and upon the inhabit- 
ants thereof, even all the words of the 
book which the king of Judah hath 
read: because they have forsaken me.”

God gave this woman a message. Why 
can’t He do the same now? Heb. 13:8 
says, “Jesus Christ the same yester- 
day, and to day, and for ever.” 


In Luke 8:1-3 we find Jesus going 
throughout every city and village, 
preaching and showing the glad tid- 
ings of the kingdom of God, and the 
Twelve were with Him, and certain 
women, which had been healed of evil 
spirits and infirmities, Mary called 
Magdalene, out of whom went seven 
devils, and Joanna the wife of Chuza, 
Herod’s steward, and Susanna, and 
many others, which ministered unto 
Him of their substance. When we 
testify, we are ministering unto Jesus 
and prophesying of what He will do 
for you, too. 


1 Cor. 14:31 says, “For ye (you and I) 
may all (men and women) prophesy, 
one by one, that all may learn, and 
all may be comforted.” So many take 
the 34th verse and try to deny the 
others, but Paul did not say one thing 
and then deny it by saying another, 
but he said “rightly dividing the word 
of truth.” 2 Tim. 2:15. 


Christ is the head of the Church 
and man the head of the woman. 
Therefore, the Bible gives a woman 
the right to preach, prophesy or min- 
ister as long as she is under sub- 
jection to the church government, 
which is where the women are to keep 


Silent and be under subjection to the 
men; otherwise it would be a con- 
fusion, and the 33d verse of this same 
chapter says God is not the author 
of confusion. 

Then we find in Rom. 16:1-3 that 
Paul had women helpers in the 
church. “I commend unto you Phebe 
our sister, which is a servant of the 
church which is at Cenchrea: That 
ye receive her in the Lord, as be- 
cometh saints, and that ye assist her 
in whatsoever business she hath need 
of you: for she hath been a succourer 
of many, and of myself also. Greet 
Priscilla .and Aquila my helpers in 
Christ Jesus.” Friends, we are not do- 
ing ourselves or God justice when we 
fail to help the women that are labor- 
ing for Jesus Christ; also, it is a dan- 
gerous thing for it is forbidden in Psa. 
105:15: “. .. Touch not mine anointed 
and do my prophets no harm.” Luke 2: 
36: “And there was one Anna, a 
prophetess, the daughter of Phanuel, 
of the tribe of Aser: she was of a great 
ageage, and had lived with an husband 
seven years from her virginity.” Acts 
21:8-10. Philip, the great evangelist, 
had four daughters, virgins, which did 
prophesy. Then, most of all, it was 
prophesied through God’s prophet in 
Joel 2:28, 29 and Acts 2:17, 18: “And 
it shall come to pass in the last days, 
saith God, I will pour out my Spirit 
upon all flesh: and your sons and your 
daughters shall prophesy, and your 
young men shall see visions, and your 
old men dream dreams: and on my 
servants and on my handmaidens I 
will pour out in those days of my 
Spirit; and they shall prophesy.” 
Friends, this is God’s Word. May He 
give us understanding hearts to ac- 
cept it. 








A Testimony... 


Dear Evangel Readers, it has been 
requested that I write my experience 
to the Evangel. 

On February 16, 1943, I lost my 
home by fire. I lost three children; 
one girl twenty-eight years old, and 
her little boy five; and two sons, one 
twenty-two and the other eighteen 
years. My two boys died in the hos- 
pital. My daughter got an elderly 
woman and her little seven-year-old 
girl to the window and was overcome 
saving her little boy. Eight souls in all 
lost their lives, as I, being a trained 
nurse, had a convalescent home. My 
two boys had just spent the week end 
in Massachusetts, told me about their

if he does a certain thing you will 
whip him; thén when he goes ahead 
and does it, he knows that he will be 
whipped for it—and the punishment 
is still related to the act. 

And now the relation in point of 
time. A child in the early school years 
can concentrate on one thing for only 
about twenty minutes at a time. If a 
child misbehaves in public and you 
promise him a trip to the woodshed 
after the company has gone, or after 
church, the trip to the woodshed is 
virtually worthless, because he has 
forgotten what he did wrong. The 
chief result of most such whippings is 
to make the child fear the parent, and 
unfortunately, “fear casteth out per- 
fect love.” Now, what I have said here 
about rapid forgetting does not con- 
flict with my statement about chil- 
dren’s remembering better than 
adults, because the key lies in the 
emotional nature of the experience— 
but that gets off the point. Just re- 
member: do not shame a child by 
punishing him in public; and if he 
disobeys your orders in the presence 
of others, there is something wrong 
that will not be fixed by your giving 
him a whipping an hour or two later. 

Rule 3. Punishment should be con- 
sistent. 

Example: A child gets away with 
some neglect or failure ten times; 
finally the parent gets irritated and 
without warning punishes the child. 
Wrong! Example: A child disobeys 
around the house and gets away with 
it; he disobeys in church and is pun- 
ished for it. Wrong! The poor child 
knows nothing about such things as 
vanity and face-saving, to explain 
your inconsistency. Example: A young 
boy is warned of a whipping for stay- 
ing outside after nightfall. One time 
the parent shakes a pencil at him, 
another time he gets whipped a little 
bit, and three other times the parent 
looks at him wearily and moans, “why 
are boys like they are?”—and the boy 
comes to learn that his parents’ 
threats don’t amount to anything, and 
gets the habit of disobeying. Wrong, 
tragically wrong! Keep your promises, 
if they are for just cause. 

What one should strive for is bal- 
ance. Most of the traditional woodpile 
sessions can well be avoided, if the 
parent makes a sincere effort to un- 
derstand the child and to make the 
punishment an instructive experience. 
But there are times when corporal 
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punishment seems the only solution, 
so let it be firm, consistent, and not 
in the spirit of anger. Avoid using 
shame as a punishment. Do not tell a 
child that you “don’t love him any 
more” as a punishment, for you can 
love the child while not the misdeed. 
And I even dislike to mention the 
brutality of punishing a child until 
he cries and then beating him to 
make him stop crying, but it is all too 
common. The only person who can 
punish another with beneficial results 
is he who commands the respect and 
admiration of the wrongdoer. So no 
matter how much “parental author- 
ity” a father may think he has, if he 
is not in the above class, he should 
look well lest his punishment produce 
only resentment and rebellion, rather 
than the “peaceable fruit of right- 
eousness,” 

I should be very happy if these sug- 
gestions prove helpful in even two or 
three families. I am satisfied that if a 
young parent would memorize these 
three main rules and then simply 
pause to check them each time before 
punishing a child, he would know the 
joy of some day having the son or 
daughter shake his hand and thank 
him for those wise and just punish- 
ments. THEN would be the day when 
“a wise son maketh a glad father” 
(Prov. 10:1).

er. She is not his girl, his mother, his 
pal or his boss, 

If the home is the foundation of 
the nation and of society, which it is, 
Wwe as a people had better begin mak- 
ing real homes and real families. It 
has become increasingly popular to 
regard youngsters as a bore and to 
seize every possible means to escape 
their company. Children raised by 
such couples will inevitably be bored 
by everything in marriage except 
pleasure. But the good life is not a 
pleasure hunt. If we want to be happy, 
we must pursue happiness, not pleas- 
ure. And the measure of a happy per- 
son is his ability to be tough with 
himself and tender with others. 

If we are to give marriages their 
proper start, we must change the 
ideas and values of those who are to 
marry. The question of the young 
man must not be: Who’s the cutest 
number I know? The young woman 
must not ask: Who will treat me like 
a bride forever? The question most 


likely to yield the right lifetime an- 
swer is this: 
Is she the best mother I can find 
for my children? He the best father? 
Or phrase it: Would I want to be 
her child? His?

Our pastor, Rev. Ruth Justin, stayed 
with us, and our good state overseer, 
Rev. William Morris, and his co-work- 
er came and prayed. As we all prayed, 
the glory of the Lord filled the room. 
Oh, we had so many of God’s people 
with us. It was wonderful. The day of 
the funeral, the undertaker said, 
“These people can’t stand these 
prayers and let’s get them back 
home.” Well, the Lord knew we could 
stand it. Rev. William Morris brought 
the message. People from all walks of 
life were there to witness four fu- 
nerals at one time, but the Lord was 
there with us. After the service, I 
wanted to go back to my loved ones. 
Some said, “No.” Brother William 
Morris and Evangelist Emma New- 
man took me and I knelt at each 
casket and said a prayer. When I 
reached the last one, I prayed, “Not my 
will but thine be done,” and the power 
fell. Even the undertaker said he had 
never witnessed anything like it. Ten 
preachers attended the funeral. Rev. 
William Winters and Rev. Walter Pet- 
titt sang two selections. I have never 
questioned why all this had to come 
to me but I did pray for strength to 
bear it. Mr. Ricker, too, is clinging 
close to Him. 

After all of this, on January 14, 1945, 
I received a telegram that my son, 
twenty-two years old, who had gone 
across in October, 1944, was killed on 
the battlefield December 24, 1944; in- 
stantly killed. Well, praise the Lord, 
he did not suffer. Oh, friends, there 
is so much to be thankful for. Some 
might say, “I don’t see much in this 
to be thankful for.” Well, I see much 
to praise Him for. I was wounded and 
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I want you to know the enemy was 
right there telling me I had prayed 
for that soldier and “now you see 
what has happened. Don’t pray any- 
more. There is no use.” The good 
church folks came and stayed. Rev. 
William Smith and his good wife 
came. I could not pray one word. The 
only thing I could say was, “Please, 
dear Lord, don’t leave me; stay with 
us.” I would get my Bible and try to 
read, but I just could not see the 
print. But each time I would open to 
2 Corinthians 9 and all I could see to 
read was, “My grace is sufficient,” and 
that was my comfort. Things, I will 
admit, looked dark. The neighbors 
and friends came in and could not 
understand. I said, “Lord, all I can do 
is to hold fast to your unchanging 
hand.” Rev. Morris, state overseer, 
came in the day I had the memorial. 
He said such comforting words. I saw 
things in a different light. I had a 
beautiful letter from his commanding 
officer, the best I have ever heard, 
and wish there were space to have it 
printed, but the letter was just like 
my boy. He was in this company less 
than a month and had made many 
friends. I told the Lord that if his 
soul was saved, which was best of all, 
just to lift the sorrow, and I got up 
from my knees and sang the hallelu- 
jah song. I gave God all the glory. 

I am well taken care of, both Broth- 
er Ricker and myself. The Lord healed 
Mr. Ricker of a very bad heart caused 
from the fire. The doctor said he 
should do no work. When last exam- 
ined the doctor said his heart was 
O.K. I had a very bad eye and the 
Lord completely healed it. 

Last November 14, 1945, our little 
grandson, eight years old, passed 
away very suddenly, and his father, 
my son, is in a very bad condition. He 
has a bad shadow over the lower part 
of each lung. I want all who read this 
to pray for him, that he will be saved 
and spared to his little family. We 
still need your prayers for I know not 


what still awaits us, but I can say like 
Job, “Though he slay me yet will I 
trust him.”—Lila B. Ricker, 15 Sum- 
mer St., Augusta, Maine.
